Iran prods Waldheim 
to probe U.S. mission 


despite assassin 

KUWAIT, April 30 ( AP) - Iranian Fore- 
ign Minister Sadeq Ghotbzadeh completed a 
two-day visit here during which there was an 
abortive assassination attempt against him 
and left Wednesday for Qatar. 

Ghotbzadeh declared Tuesday’s attempt 
against him would not deter him from con- 
tinuing his tour of Arab states to improve 
their relations with Iran. 

Addressing a two-and-a-half hour press 
conference Tuesday night Ghotbzadeh said 
the purpose of the attempt on his life was to 
sow discord between Iran and Kuwait and 
Iran and other states of the Gulf. 

The Iranian foreign minister's motorcade 
came under a bail of bullets Tuesday morning 
while Ghotbzadeh was being driven to Al- 
Seef Palace, for a meeting wiffi Kuwait's ruler 
Sheikh Jaber Ahmad Al-Sabah. One of the 
cars (not Ghotbzadeh’ s) was hit. but no one 
was hurt. 

The Kuwaiti authorities announced they 
found two cars that had been used in the 
attempt and with a quantity of weapons and 
explosives in them. 

During his press conference Ghotbzadeh 
alluded vaguely to Iraq as being behind the 
attempt. But Pare, the official Iranian news 
agency, blamed Iraqi authority Tuesday, stat- 
ing one of the care was found outside the Iraqi 
embassy in Kuwait and that its occupants had 
entered the embassy building. 

A Kuwait Interior Ministry statement said 
investigations are continuing while local 
press reports said these investigations are 
directed toward “a large number of sus- 
pects.” 

Iraq and Iran have engaged in an escalating 
war of words and border skirmishes in recent 
weeks. Iran blames Iraq for supporting 
autonomy-seeking Kurds in Iran's Khuzestan 
province and Iranian leaders have vowed to 
overthrow the Iraqi leadership. Iraq has 
blamed Iran for two recent assassination 
attempts against senior Iraqi government 
officials in Baghdad. 


Muskie nomination first stuns, then pleases Capitol Hill

kie of Maine to succeed Cyrus Vance as sec-

One of Muskie’ s biggest supporters is the 
man he has been named to replace, 

Cyius Vance once told a reporter here that 
in bis opinion Muskie was “ the best man in 
the Senate.” . 

The senator is regarded as a highly intellig- 
ent legislator who considers in depth all sides 
of an issue before making up his mind. He 
reads a tremendous amount of material on 
the issues before him, and hesitates to express 
a definitive opinion before he is sure of facts, 
congressional staffers say. 

Muskie has broader foreign affairs experi- 
ence than is generally known. He reportedly 
immersed himself in foreign policy issues for 
his 1968 bid for the vice-presidency and his 
1972 campaign for tile Democratic presiden- 
tial nomination. 

The senator has spent six years on the Fore- 
ign Relations Committee — from 1971 to 
1974 and from 1978 to the present. 

He current subcommittee assignments 
include Africa, East Asia and the Pacific, and 
the Western Hemisphere. 

Muskie has held classic liberal views on 
major foreign policy questions. During his 
1972 campaign for the presidency, he advo- 


cated strategic arms control, a boycott of 
South Africa, the setting of a deadline for 
withdrawal from Vietnam, maintenance of 
U.S.: troop strength in Europe and stricter 
controls on defense spending. 

But recent developments in Gulf region- 
havi led Muskie to reassess — as Carter has 
— his traditional perceptions of Soviet inten- 
tions. Following the Soviet invasion of 
Afghanistan. Muskie said the “ very country 
whidi borders the Soviet Union or its satel- 
lites must now lie alert to further Soviet 
adventurism. ” 

He added : " A dozen years of detente 
have been wiped our by a angle act of inter- 
national cannibalism.” 

On Iran, Muskie has publidy acknow- 
ledged that the Iranians have legitimate grie- 
vances against the United States. 

Last February he said : “ There is no ques- 
tion as a matter of record and a matter of 
history that the CIA was a party to the over- 
throw of Mossadegh and the enthronement 
of Pahlavi on the throne of Iran. 

" Now acknowledging that kind of fact is 
not a 1 mea culpa’ to me. Denying it would be 
to deny a historical truth. ’’ 


Muskie is expected to follow Vance's 
approach in dealing with the Iranian crisis. 
While he supports Carter's attempt to rescue 
the American hostages, he is also known to 
favor a diplomatic, peaceful resolution of the 
crisis. 

On Arab- Israeli issues. Muskie has been 
less than outspoken. Political analysts believe 
this is because he has yet to study these issues 
in depth. 

Some observers predict that once he is fully 
briefed as secretary of state, Muskie will pur- 
sue a balanced approach to the Middle East 
conflict comparable to that of his predeces- 
sor. 

But Muskie’ s record on the Middle East 
over the years has been dearly sympathetic of 
Israel. 

■ During a visit to the Israeli-occupied 
Golan Heights, the senator is reported to 
have said : “ If I were an Israeli, I wouldn’t 
give them back. ” 

Un the Senate floor, he voted in favor of 
the 1979 Javits amendment whidi restricted 
U.S. visas for PLO members. 



Friday, following announce men t of failure 
of the U.S. rescue action, Waldheim had 
telephone talks with both Ghotbzadeh and 
Secretary of State Cyrus R. Vance. He then 
issued a statement offering his continued help 
“to seek a peaceful solution" of the hostage 
crisis. 

Earlier Tuesday night President Jimmy 
Carter pledged to do all he could to resolve 
the Iran hostage crisis through peaceful 
means but said he has no apology for launch- 
ing the military rescue operation that failed 
last week. 

Carter, who bitterly denounced Iranians 
for their “foolish” action in displaying the 
bodies of Americans killed in the raid, said 
that at least he bad tried to free the innocent 
victims in Tehran.

LONDON. April 30 ( AP) — At least two 
gunmen — identified by police as Iranian 
Arabs — forced their way into the Iranian 
embassy in Loodon. taking hostage a police 
guard and an undetermined number of 
embassy staff, Scotland Yard reported. 

Police who spoke to the intruders through 
the embassy door told reporters the gunmen 
said they were Arabs from southern I rap who 
apparently seeking autonomy for the region, 
which they called "Arabistan.” 

A police spokesman at the scene said the 
gunmen made "some demands,” but did not 
elaborate. The senior Iranian envoy here. 
Charge if Affaires Ghofam AJi Afrouz. was 
believed to be among those held in the 
embassy, the British domestic news agency 
Press Association said. The mission has a 
staff of about 29 diplomats plus a number of 
Don-diplomatic personnel. 

Witness said they saw a small number of 
men and women fleeing the building shortly 
before police arrived. The gunmen spoke to 
police through the door more than two hours 
after the 11:30 a.m. break-in, apparently 
upset at a radio report that they could be 
Iraqis. 

The discussions were conducted by several 
police officers wearing bullet-proof jackets. 
With them was a young dark-haired woman 
in a floral dress and police-issue blue bullet- 
proof jacket, who appeared to be acting as an 
interpreter. “They keep saying they are not 
Iraqis,” the spokesman said. One' hostage, 
a woman, was released five hours later ana 
was taken out of the embassy on a stretcher 
and driven off in an ambulance. 

More than 70 policemen, including sharp- 
shooters and member of the anti- terrorist 
squad wearing bullet-proof vests, ringed the 
building in London's prosperous Kensington 
district overlooking Hyde Park. Police would 
not say immediately whether they had 
negotiated the hostage's release or whether 
the gunmen volunteered to let her go. 

Deputy Assistant police- Commissioner 
John Dellow told reporters the gunmen had 
given no deadline and, "the police are trying 
to establish through negotiations the secure 
release of the people with no violence.” 


Soviet visit 

ABU DHABI, April 30 (Agencies) — 
King Hussein of Jordan has accepted an invi- 
tation to visit the Soviet Union, it was slated 
here Wednesday by a Jordanian official 
accompanying the king on a visit. 

The Jordanian monarch, who returned to 
Amman Wednesday, arrived here Tuesday 
night for an officiaJ,two-day visit direct from a 
similar visit to Saudi Arabia. 

Hie official said Hussein's trip to Moscow 
would be “ fairly soon, ” following the com- 
pletion of his current tour of Arab capitals. 

The official declined to comment on recent 
Arab press reports d aiming Hussein may 
seek to purchase Soviet weapons. Jordan has 
depended in the past on U.S. supplies 
weaponry and economic assistance. But Hus- 
sein’s relations with Washington have cooled 
in the wake of the Camp David separate 
peace between Egypt and Israel. 

The Jordanian monarch has steadfastly 
rejected calls by the U.S. government to join 
the Camp David peace process and the talks 
for granting a measure of autonomy to the 
Palestinians of the West Bank-

Saudi Arabians to learn from Chinese 


Agreement calls for security training

JEDDAH. April 30 — The Republic of 
China agreed to train Saudi Arabian per- 
sonnel in police and security work, the 
dinese Interior Minister said Wednes- 
day. 

Chuang-huan Chiu tol d Arab News that 
the training would take place by means of 
short or regular courses. The minister also 
said the two countries agreed that officials 
and officers of both ministries should 
exchange visits more frequently and at 
various levels. 

Saudi Arabian personnel would be 
trained in various specialties according to 
the recommendations of the ministry, he 
added. “Taiwan — the island province of 
the Republic of China is one of the most 
peaceful countries in the region,” Chiu 
said. “Social security is very good and 


there are relatively fewer crimes than 
elsewhere.” 

Chiu added that the dissidents who 
were put on trial in Taiwan recently were 
accused of subversion that went beyond 
fair political opposition. “They tried to 
subvert the state and the regime,” he said. 

Nationalist China opposes the Soviet 
invaaon and occupation of Afghanistan 
and could not foretell what might happen 
in the region because of it. “But I know 
that the Soviet Union is naturally aggres- 
sive and threatening ” he said. “And it is 
up to the free world to resist and thwart 
this aggression through unity and solidar- 
ity in the face erf such provocation." 

At a press conference in Riyadh Tues- 
day Chiu said Saudi Arabia and China laid 
down a firm basis for cordial relations and 
solid cooperation in political, economic, 
technical and other fields. He said he had 


fruitful talks with his host. Interior Minis- 
ter Prince Naif and other senior officials 
connected with the reorganfration of 
internal affairs of die two countries. His 
raitrc also covered the status of Muslims 
and he reaffirmed that his government 
gave special attention to its Muslim popu- 
lation. 

Chiu said he admired the Kingdom’s 
development plans and the security of the 
country which was the result of wise lead- 
ership and guidance, he told the confer- 
ence. 

Oiiii arrived in the country on an offi- 
cial viat to return the visit made to the 
Republic of China by Prince Naif last year. 

Prince Naif told newsmen last week that 
there was a wide scope for cooperation 
between the two countries in security mat- 
ters. He said China has good t rain in g 
facilities. There are already Saudi Arabian

Solar workshop concludes

■ DHAHRAN, April 30 — Speaking at a 
banquet for guests of the Solar Cooling 
Workshop. UPM vice-rector for academic 
■affairs, Abdul Aziz Gwaiz. stressed the need 
for legislation to make building conform to 
solar standards and to overcome the 
psychological barriers which prevent people 
from accepting solar technology in their daily 
lives. 

Such legislation was particularly pertinent 
for developing countries which suffer most 
from the increased cost of energy, said 
Gwaiz. 

Yet despite their lying in the sun belt, these 
countries seem to benefit least from solar 
energy technology. 

The vice rector cited such countries as 
Japan, where two million solar water beaters 
have been installed, as examples of wealthier 
nations of the world which have harnessed 
some of the potential of solar energy. 

Nonetheless, he cautioned. “ The pos- 
sibilities are vast and we are merely scratch- 
ing the surface. " 

The solar cooling workship from 27-30 
April at UPM has been sponsored jointly by 
the Saudi Arabian National Center for Sci- 
ence and Technology (SANCST) and tile 


United States Department of Energy. 

Bringing together Saudi and American 
experts as well as participants from 14 
developing countries, the workship is one of 8 
initial projects to be funded under the Saudi 
Arabian-United States Agreement for 
Cooperation in the Field of Solar Energy 
(SOLERAS). 

Other such projects mdude setting up solar 
cooling test laboratories at four Saudi univer- 
sities, one of which is UPM, where Dr. Man- 
sour Nazer. chairman of the workshop, has 
been developing a ranJrine cyde system. 

The 350 kilowatt photovoltaic electrical 
power generation facility at A1 Uena-Jubaila, 
near Riyadh, construction of which has been 
contracted to Martin Marietta Corporation 
of Denver.

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STRANGE BEHAVIOR 


Observers were unsurprised at the widespread sifpport 
among the American public for the military attempt at rescu- 
ing the hostages held in Iran — even though it ended in failure. 
It is probable that the support will intensify, and will widen to 
include opinion in other countries, following the filmed 
reports of Ayatollah Khalkhali rummaging with a knife 
through the plastic bags in which the remains of the American 
soldiers killed in the operation were placed. 

The Iranian leadership has been behaving as though Presi- 
dent Carter was pursuing an unpopular policy as he increases 
the pressure on Iran. In fact, what has been unpopular until 
now was his caution in handling the affair. The Iranians also 
seem to think that America is isolated in its effort to release 
the hostages. That is why Iran has unleashed a diplomatic 
campaign around the Islamic world and the Third World 
generally. In fact most of the world looks at Iran’s intransig- 
ence with apprehension, realizing the dangerous situation it 
has created in the area. The countries around the Gulf are 
especially worried. An armed confrontation in die Gulf will be 
costly for them both in military and economic terms. What 
they really want is a quick and peaceful end to the crisis. 

The key to the solution is still in Iran's hands. Yet the 
country's leadership is inflexibly committed to the dangerous 
course it has been following so far — dangerous not merely to 
Iran but to the world as a whole. That same leadership has 
been following regional 2 nd international policies which have 
brought upon the country the enmity of many governments in 
the area 3nd outside it. 

The Arab countries have been especially hopeful that the 
departure of the former Shah would herald a new era of 
understanding and cooperation between them and Iran. 
These hopes were soon disappointed. The relations with Iraq 
!s especially a case in point. Here the behavior of the Iranian 
leadership has been to put it mildly, extraordinary. It has seen 
fit to propagate totally unfounded reports of a military coup in 
Iraq and the death of that country' s leader and toinast on such 
reports. 


EUROPE DELAYS M.E. BID 


The countries of the European Common Market have fal- 
len into the seme error as that of the United States, in which 
the major crisis of the Middle East, that revolving around the 
problem of Palestine, appears secondary in relation to the 
other problems facing the world today. The European summit 
in Brussels has shown this most clearly. It has come to an end 
without deriding anything about tbe long awaited “• European 
initiative" : so- preoccupied it was with the technicalities 
involved in the economic relations among the member states. 
The world was looking at Europe foT a new push toward 
peace. But Europe was too busy debating the limits of fish 
catches in Community waters, and the comparative price of 
British to French lamb. 

Aside from these matters, the summit gave priority to the 
Araerican-Iranian crisis and then the situation created by the 
Soviet invasion of Afghanistan, with the question of Palestine 
a very poor third. Indeed, the European stand on Palestine 
appeared to have regressed. Not only no new “ initiative " 
was forthcoming, the summiteers decided to delay taking a 
decisive stand on tbe issue until after May 26, when the 
Egyptian- Israeli autonomy talks " are due to be concluded. 
Worse, they also said that they will then work with the United 
States to continue the momentum of the (American) “ initia- 
tive. ” The hope for an independent and vigorous European 
intervention against the moribund Camp David 1 * peace pro- 
cess " has therefore been more or less laid. 

The Arab world was recently encouraged by the resolution 
passed by the European parliament in Strasbourg, in which 
the legitimate rights of the Palestinian people, including the 
right to a homeland, were recognized. Yet the summiteers did 
not chn<ise to follow this through, preferring to postpone the 
matter to the coming summit, due to be held in Venice next 
June. The Iran and Afghanistan crises afforded an excellent 
cover for their dilatoriness. But Europe ought to realize that 
delay will only increase tension in an already dangerously 
tense area : and that Europe stands to lose a great deal if the 
situation deteriorates to the point of explosion. 



U.N. panel cites progress on human rights

PHILADELPHIA — 


In a remarkable advance, the U.N. Commission 
on Human Rights, which met in Geneva recently, 
made more progress on human rights measures 
than at any session in recent history. 

When die commission’s proceedings started, 
most observers thought that the tense, uncertain 
international atmosphere would cast a cold- war pall 
over meetings, leading to a session of frustration 
and inaction. Instead, the commission took a series 
of initiatives that speaks well for the health and 
vigor erf the international human rights movement 
Some of the more significant actions were as fol- 
lows: 

First, a working group of independent experts 
was established to deal with the thousands of cases 


of massing and disappeared persons. The need for 
this arises especially from the egregious human 
rights abuses in Argentina where thousands of peo- 
ple have been abducted by government or para- 
military forces, never to be heard of again. Other 
countries, too. engage in this abominable practice. 
This is the first time that the commission has passed 
a resolution to set up machinery to investigate such 
cases and to try to deal with them. 

Second, the commission, in an unprecedented 
action, extensively debated the suppression of dis- 
sidents in tire Soviet Union. The debate was spurred 
by the internal exile of Andrei D. Sakharov as part 
of the current Soviet attempt to purge and silence its 
re maining human rights activists. The Sakharov 
case and its ramifications was aired for three days 
and the commission retained the subject on its 
agenda as a priority item, much to tbe displeasure 
and discomfort of the Soviet delegation. 


Airbus’ new challenge to U.S.

LONDON — 

Europe's Airbus Jadustrie airliner- building con- 
sortium. the most powerful challenge in years to 
U.S. dominance of the market, is approaching a 
vital decision on its next major product. 

The consortium wants to build a new airliner to 
consolidate its position in the 1990s, but has yet to’ 
decide what market bradeet it wants to attack. 

Airbus Industrie’s main plants, those erf the 
largest aircraft companies in Britain, France and 
Germany, are feeding components at an increasing 
rate to the final assembly line at Toulouse in south- 
ern France. 

The consortium is delivering three of its 250-seat 
A300 short- to- medium range jets a month, but by 
1 985 the rate will be up to 10 a month, including the 
new 200-seat A3 10 version and an improved ver- 
sion of the called the Dash 600. 

From a desperate sales posi don in the mid- 1 970s, 
Airbus has fought back to a point whe re it w ill be 
the world’ s second biggest airliner manufacturer by 


1985. The sales battle is intense, particularly with 
Boeing: the U.S. company’s new 767 is a direct rival 
to the A3 10. 

So far, the market has been divided geographi- 
cally, Airbus dominating Europe and Boeing the 
U.S. Airbus' hopes of capturing more airlines in the 
U.S. — in addition to Eastern, which bought A3 00s 
in 1 97 8 and is epxected to order more this year — 
took a severe blow with the loss of an expected 
TWA order last year. 

Tbe falling dollar has helped Boeing compete on 
price with the European aircraft, and at the end of 
March Boeing made its first 767 sale to a European 
airline, British charter operator Britannia Airways. 
G early Airbus cannot afford to relax. 

Airbus has to choose one of three roads, in the 
knowledge that to select any one of them will be to 
leave the other two markets wide open to the 
United States for at least five years. 

One of the two projects attracting most interest 
now is a 350-400-seat stretched version of the 
A3 00. designated TA9. (OFN5) 


Third, the commission also condemned the 
Soviet invasion of Afghanistan, focusing on the 
human rights abuses and interference with self- 
determination caused by that aggression. 

Fourth, another resolution denounced human 
rights violations by both the former Pol Pot regime 
and die current rulers of Cambodia, and set up a 
role as watchdog over such violations for the U.N. 
secretary general. A companion resolution set in 
motion machinery to address human rights viola- 
tions that result in mass exoduses of refugees any- 
where in the world. 

Fifth, the commission recognized theimportance 
of human rights spokesmen and adopted a resolu- 
tion to enlarge international protection of their 
right to speak out. This was a particularly significant 
move in view of the repression in Eastern Europe of 
groups monitoring human rights. 

Sixth, in dosed session, the commission for the 
first time took up in detail specific human rights 
abuses in 11 countries, showing a willingness to 
extend the commission's concern further than ever 
before. 

These and other human rights measures became 
possible through a coalition <rf Western and various 
nonatigned states. Together, they were able to 
override the Soviet bloc s previously successful tac- 
tics of forestalling effective human rights action. 

It was striking that not one Soviet-led initiative 


succeeded while every human rights measure intro- 
duced advanced; erf even greater significance, the 
advances were ’not achieved through use of cold- 
war rhetoric but rather as an affirmation of human 
rights concerns. 

What became dear is that human rights is far 
from a passing fad; on the contrary, it has an 
increasingly wide appeal. The significance of the 
recent overthrow of repressive rulers in Uganda, 
die former Central African Empire. Iran and 
Nicaragua was not lost on the nations at the com- 
mission. An additional factor in the advance of 
human rights resolutions has been the increased 
democratization in a number of Third World coun- 
tries. 

A highly encouraging development is that the 
human rights leaders at the commission are no 
longer from the West alone. Forceful leadership by 
various delegates from Third World nations, induc- 
ing the commission’s chairman. Walid Sadi of Jor- 
dan, was instrumental in shepherding the human 
rights measures through the proceedings. 

The U.S. delegation had dear instructions to 
carry out the commitment to human rights of Presi- 
dent Jimmy Carter,. 

At a time when human rights seem overtaken by 
concerns of realpditik it is reassuring to have the 
commission firmly assert the continued relevance of 
human rights on the international agenda. (NYT) 
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Queen plans Romania visit

LONDON — 

Queen Elizabeth is' likely to visit Romania as the 
guest of President Nicolae Ceausescu — the first 
visit of a British monarch to an East European 
Communist country. 

The queen is understood to have conveyed her 
wish to accept Ceausescu' s invitation when die 
Romanian ambassador, Pretor Papa, paid a 
farewell visit to Buckingham Palace recently before 
returning home after a stay in London of more than 
seven years. 

Arrangements will be finalized after the arrival of 
the new ambassador, Vasile Gliga, next month. The 
visit is likely to take place in the second half of 1981 
or the first half uf 1 982. 

Tbe invitation follows the successful state visit erf 
Ceausescu to Britain in June 1978. He was tiie first 
Co mm unist head of state to stay at Buckingh am 
Palace. 

The queen s proposed visit will last one week and 
will indude trips to the Black Sea coast and to 
resorts in the Carpathian mountains, including 
Brasov in Transylvania, which was raided by Blad 
the Impaler. Novelist Bram Stoker based the 


character of Dracula on Blad. She is also likely to 
visit the five medieval painted monasteries of Mol- 
davia. which are among the architectural treasures 
of Europe. 

The Romanians, knowing the queen’s fondness 
for radng, are also expected to arrange a vist to a 
meeting. 

Relations between Britain and Romania have 
been particularly cordial in recent years. The 
Romanians regard Britain, as their principal part- 
ner in the West, ahead of the U.S. and France. 
Britain, on the other hand, appredates Romania's 
nonatigned approach to international affairs. 

Lord Carrington, the British foreign secretary, 
toasted British-Romanian friendship at a reception 
in London in February to mark 100 years of dip- 
lomatic relations between the two countries. In 
March he visited Romania to seek the president's 
support for the neutralization of Afghanistan. 

Alone of the Warsaw Pact countries, Romania 
did not vote in support of Russian intervention in 
Afghanistan ar a U.N. debate. 

British Prime Minister Mrs. Margaret Thatcher 
mil meet the Romanian Prime Minister Hie Verdet, 
before the queen’s visit but whether this will be in 
London or Bucharest has not yet been dedded. —

Irish demand right to divorce

DUBLIN — 

Demand for divorce in the Republic of Ireland 
has become so strident that neither government nor 
opposition will be able for long to ignore it. 

A newly formed Divorce Action Group in Dublin . 
has. with a minimum erf pubhdty , already won hun- 
dxeds of adherents from all political parties. Further 
ginger groups are planned for Cork. Limerick and 
Galway. 

Mrs. Maire Bates, a lawyer and widow involved 
in community advisory work, is the prime mover. 
“It has snowballed,” she says. “The group was 
formed out of a chat in a pub on the cruelty of the 
constitutional ban on divorce. We booked a room 
for 50 in Liberty Hall and 200 turned op. We have 
been deluged with letters of support from all over 
the country and not always from people immedi- 
ately affected.’’ 

The Irish Republic shares with the pocket hand- 
kerchief republic of San Marino in Italy, the distinc- 
tion of being the only country in the West that 
prohibits divorce: all that Irish law allows in cases of 


adultery and persistent cruelty is separation, there 
can be no remarriage. 

No statistics are available of the number of 
broken marriages in Ireland. The government 
declined to allow the category “separated” to be 
noted in the last census of population; only married, 
angle or widowed could be counted. 

The last figures available relate to 1 976,-when the 
Deserted Wives Register revealed that 5,000 
women and 7.000 children were involved. 

Mrs. Bates said: “The no- divorce situation has 
led to chaos. Until recently a woman who had left 
her husband and gone to live with another man 
could register chfldrcn in her new partners name. 

“Not any more: such children are now presumed 
to be tbe children of the husband die parted from 
even years before. “Where second relationships 
break up, as is happening in hundreds of cases, the 
woman gets neither the deserted wife’s allowance 
nor a widow’s pension. It is heart-hr ealring ,” 

The action group is conscious that the ban on 
divorce is a bar to a united Ireland as divorce is now 
readily available in Northern Ireland. — (OFNS)

DHAHRAN — Kids and cows go 
together. Nursery rhymes about cows jump- 
ing over the moon, playground chants like — 
“I never saw a purple cow/1 never hope to see 
one/But I can tell you anyhow/Td rather see 
than be one" — tell of this affinity. 

Thirty children from Dhahran Academy 
entered the world of the moo-cow at the 
National Dairy farm 40 miles northwest of 
Dhahran. It was the first time some of the 
children had ever seen a cow. while for others 
it was a nostalgic reminder of home. 

The children, who come from the four cor- 
ners of the globe, are all enrolled in the 
English-as-a Foreign Language program at 
the Academy, which has an American- 
oriented curriculum. Perhaps these children 
had a special sympathy for the cows, who also

come from an alien environment All 180 of 
the Fresian Holsteins were flown in from Hol- 
land a couple of months ago. 

Since the cows who lumbered off the plane 
at Dhahran Aiiport were ail pregnant, there 
has been a flurry of happy events at the 
maternity barn. The children saw a 
5 - minute- old calf being licked clean by bis 
mother. "Bora for us, : ’ exclaimed one boy. 
Another calf, born a few bouts earlier, was 
struggling to his feet for the first time. The 
bull, a brass ring in his nose, stood there in the 
maternity barn, looking imperial and uncon- 
cerned. 

The calves stay with their mothers for only 
2 days, after which they go to the calf-barn 
where they stay until they are about 6 months 
old. 

Children and calves nuzzled each other. 
Cries of “he licked my thumb!" echoed 
through the bam. Seeing the calves suckling 
from die automatic milk dispenser interested 
die children only mildly; they were far more 
interesed in seeing a vet milk one of the cows 
by hand. 

Consultant to the farm, Morrison Johns 
from New Zealand, let the youngsters pre- 
tend to be cows and mount the 36 cow rotary 
milking system. Round and round on this 
gigantic merry-go-round, the children slowly 

trod with a happy bellowing of "Moo. Moo," 
and make-believe pawing of hooves and 
swishing of tails. Attendants let the children 
feel the pull of the suction caps on their 
thumbs, and showed them how die suedon 
caps were adjusted to the animals* udders. 

When the system is in actual operation, 
music will be played as the cows are milked. 
This is to relax them, thus encouraging a grea- 
ter yield from the contented cows. 

The children had their picnic lunch in the 
air-conditioned calf bam. The calves watched 
the children from the neighboring stall only a 
few feet away. Sudden cries of "Teacher, 
teacher, the calf is eating your dress," dis- 
turbed die quiet munching erf boys and girls at 
their food. After lunch, children and calves 
mingled with much petting and caressing. 

Each calf is named on bird], explained 
Abdul Hamid Djahanbin. general inspector 
of the farm owned by Sheikh Abdullah 
Al-Matrood. Albert, the first bull calf bom, 
was named after the Dutchman who deli- 
vered him. Mr. Djahanbin pulled out calf 
188. carrying her in his arms like a proud 
father. “This is my favorite," he explained to 
the children. Bom 2 months prematurely, she 
had to struggle for life. 

"She just fought and fought, and now she’ s 
here, very happy. So I gave her a queen’s 
name and called her Juliana after the Dutch 
queen." 

It isn’t after all, that strange a name for a 
calf bom to a Dutch cow far from home. 

When the children marveled how he could 
remember names for 53 calves when they all 
looked alike. Mr. Djahanbin chuckled and 
pointed to the yellow number tag on each calf 
and cow’ s ear. These help the daily men rec- 
ognize which contented cow is Betsy and 
which is Jane. 


The calves have a diet of milk, concentrate, 
and hay for roughabe. At 1 2 to 1 6 weeks, the 
bull calves may go off to slaughter although 
there is some debate about this since as Mr. 
Djahanbin explained, "we all work for a man 
who does not like to sell things" The heifers’ 
future is more assured: they are kept for rear- 
ing and should begin to produce milk when 
they are 1% -io 2 years old. 

Cows, said Johns, are veiy susceptible to 
Sickeuess so the bam is kept immaculate with 
not a fly in sight. 

At the end of May, all the cows will be 
herded into the air-conditioned summer bam 
where the temperature is kept at 27° C. This 
should ensure that Lhere is no drop in milk 
production during the torrid months when 
everyone wants a cool drink of milk or an ice 
cream. 

A kilometer away from the bams are the 
fields where alfafa. rye. and barley grow. No 
cows graze onibis land. The crops are cut and 
brought to the cows for forage. Luckier by far 
than the cows, the children romped through 
the green field of rye, a few stopping to pick 
nosegays of lavender- colored blooming 
alfafa. It was a scene from a Swiss country 
calendar. 

Automatic overhead radial sprinklers irri- 
gate the pasture. The youngsters raced back 
and forth under these spans,, screaming with 
glee as they got soaking wet. Yuichiro Miz- 
uuo. an enterprising lad. even tried swinging 
along the sprinkler line, Tarzan style. 

Nutrients, fertilizers, and herbicides are 
sprayed onto the land along with the water, 
w'hidi springs from wells 120 meteTS deep. 
Slightly more than one acre of this pasture 
produces grain sufficient for a cow. 

"We are making the land." explained 
Johns. Trees will be planted to counter pro- 
si on and humus will be made from the decay- 
ing roots of crops. " All this,” he said, stretch- 
ing out his arms over the countryside, “will 
become fine black soil in time." 

The National Dairy owned by Sheikh 
Al-Matrood, is completing a new processing 
plant built by Danish Turnkey Dairies. A 
control panel with glowing buttons, gleaming 
steel vats to hold the milk, back-up 
generators to keep the plant two- thirds oper- 
ational in case of electrical cuts, carton fillers 
that fill at a rate of 80 liters per minute, and a 
machine to poke sticks into ice-cream bars 
taught the children that there is more to a 
bottle of milk than the moo- cow, at least in 
the modem world. A pungent whiff of 
ammonia impressed upon them its use in 
cooling the milk to prevent souring. The fresh 
milk now produced by the cows is being 
added to reconstituted milk in the old dairy. 
In 2% months, it will be possible to buy milk 
fresh from the cows and processed in the 
plant that will employ 400 workers. 

On the return trip to Dhahran, the bus got 
stuck in the sand. While the children cheered, 
mothers and teachers pushing the bus out got 
drenched by the irrigation sprinklers over- 
head. A tractor finally came to the rescue to 
the hearty cheers of the children in a fitting 
end to a day on the farm.

JOHANNESBURG. April 30 (AP) - 
More than £00 non- white teenagers early 
Wednesday were charged in a magistrate’s 
court after police broke up rheir rally, while a 
nationwide boycott by more than 100.000 
non-white school children appeared to be 
expanding its base. 

The SOU teenagers were taken to the court 
after riot police broke up their rally protest- 
ing disparities in the government allocations 
for white and ■•colored* schools. “Colored" 
is the term used by the South African 
white- minority’ regime to refer to people of 
mixed black and white heritage. 

The children, dressed in school uniforms, 
were released in the custody of their parents 
and ordered to reappear May 13. 

About 3.U0'J mostly white students at the 
University of Cape Town vote to join the 
strikes for the rest of the week and 160 white 
youngsters in Cape Town wrote an open let- 
ter to Prime Minister P.VV. Botha asking for 


equal education of all race groups. The Asian 
school population began participating in the 
boycotts -last week. 

Botha has blamed the unrest on outside 
agitators who were allegedly using the educa- 
tion issue for broader political aims and 
warned them “they are playing wife fire and 
they're going to get hurt." 

The violence that erupted Tuesday in fee 
colored township erf Westbury outside 
Johannesburg was the most serious dash 
reported wife police since the demonstra- 
tions began in the Cape Province two weeks 
ago. Witnesses said police used teargas and 
chased and beat youngsters wife batons, bat 
police officials denied the charges. 

Critics of the government fear the protests 
will follow fee course of the 1976 Soweto 
student riots which eventually escalated to a 
nationwide rebellion, leaving 700 blacks 
dead. Black participation in the current 
unrest so far has been limited. 


Zimbabwe accredits eight envoys 


SAL! SB UR Y. April 30 1 .AFP) — The first 
eight emoys to be accredited to independent 
Zimbabwe presented their credentials here 
Wednesday. 

The accreditation ceremony, the first since 
Zimbabwe became independent on April 18, 
was held at Government House. The new 
envoys present their credentials to Presi- 
dent Canaan Banana, who was accompanied 
by Foreign Affairs Minister Simon Muzenda. 


Of fee eight states, four were represented 
at ambassador level; Mozambique. Egypt, 
Guinea and Sweden. Tanzania, Britain. 
Zambia and Canada have high commission- 
ers. 

The influx of foreign government rep- 
resentatives and their staff has caused a shor- 
tage of office space in fee capital.

Mardiais was referring to two main 
preoccupations evident among particip- 
ants, namely to broaden fee campaign for 
various disarmament proposals so as to 
have European radicals, socialists, social 
democrats and Christians join in, and 
minimizing at fee same rimp. fee signifi- 
cance of fee absence of those Communist 
parties that stayed away from the Paris 
meeting or failed to sign fee resolution 
despite being present. 

Nine such parties stayed away 
altogether, including the important 
Italian, Spanish, Yugoslav and Rumanian 
ones, and two, those from Belgium and 
Switzerland, sent only observers and abs- 
tained from signing the resolution. 

In discussing condemnation of new UjS. 
missiles for Western Europe, fee Belgian 
party suggested mention also be made of 
Soviet SS-20 missiles in Eastern Europe, a

Fiery Assamese demand expulsion of immigrants

GAUHATI, India. ^riJ 30 (R) — A 
young student slashed his chest with a knife 
on a crowded street here and wrote with the 
blood gushing from the wound: " We can give 
blood, not oil." Thousands of people who 
watched the spectacle shouted of long Live 
Assam” as weeping women in fee crowd 
burnt incense and candles. 

-The incident illustrated fee emotions of fee 
peple of fee strategic northeast Indian state 
of Assam, which has been torn by seven 
months of agitation against migrant workers 
during which 8U people have been killed. 

Late last week, violence spread to new 
areas as police cracked down on demonstra- 
tions. Thirty people were injured in a police 
baton charge on a crowd attempting to break 
into railway wagons at Kanpur. 140 kilomet- 
ers from here. 

The Assamese, led by students, are 


demanding fee immediate expulsion from the 
stale of immigrants from Bangladesh, Nepal 
and West Bengal. 

They have stopped the Sow of crude oQ 
from Assam to fee rest of India since 
December by picketing oil installations caus- 
ing major shortages in some parts of fee 
country. Prime Minister Indira Gandhi called 
out fee army two weeks ago to forcibly

remove pickets at fee Narengi pipeline head-

entered fee state after 1951 to be deported 
and their names struck off voting registers. 
The students have rejected compromise 
offers from Mis. Gandhi that oaly those who 
came after 1 967 or 1971 should be deported. 

“They have not bodged an inch fr o m their 
position” said H.G Sarin, a former defense 
secretary who was recently appointed adviser 
to the governor of Assam. 

The use of fee army and Mrs. Gandh? s 
decision to dedaie the state a disturbed area, 
providing powers of p re ve n ti v e detention, 
has done nothing to cool fee feelings of the 
agitators. Old women join hands with school 
children in daily picketing of oil installations 
or government offices chanting slogans and 
braving fee heat and rain. 

Mrs. Gandhfs government is now faced 
with a dilemma. The government feels unable 
to deport immigrants who came after 1951 as 
this would mean moving an estimated 3.5 
million people, many of whom have built luc- 
rative businesses in Assam. 

At fee same time there are fears fee agita- 
tion could develop into a secessionist move- 
ment. Surrounding Assam are areas where 
underground secessionists groups have been 
active in varying degrees since India gained 
independence in 1947. 

A major insurgency is threatening Man- 
ipur state bordering Bangladesh and Burma, 
and anti-Indian sentiments have long been 
common in Nagaland, sandwiched between 
Assam and Burma. 

Intelligence officials say underground 
org ani zations in northeastern India are 
keenly watching developments in Assam. 
The failure of Mrs. Gandhfs government to 
negotiate a settlement with fee students 
could lead to underground movements 
establishing contacts wife fee Assamese, they 
say. 

“We have oil and tea. If we were indepen- 
dent we could become rich” is an increasingly 
common refrain. 

The agitation in Assam focussed at first on 
the expulsion of illegal migrants from Bang- 
ladesh and Nepal, Bat Indian citizens from 
West Bengal are now becoming a target.

Fix scandal 
rocks Spain 
football team 

MADRID, April 30 (AFP) — The Spanish 
Football Federation this week was investigat- 
ing allegations of match fixing that could mir- 
ror the sensational Toto Nero scandal cur- 
rently rocking football in Italy. 

The investigations center on last Sunday’s 
first-division relegation clash between the 
already doomed Malaga and struggling- to- 
survive Salamanca teams. 

The visitors won easily 3-0, thus easing 
their fears of the drop, but, at the end of the 
match the home fans screamed. “Sell-out, 
sell out." 

The following day. the Malaga board fined 
the whole side "for lack of effort," while 
striker Jose Orozco told dub captain Miguel 
“Migueli" Ramos that several days before 
the game an unnamed person had telephoned 
him suggesting to "fix’’ the match. 

The two players, who were heard by the 
Spanish Football Federation Tuesday, have 
refused to reveal the name of the caller, 
although observers here believe it could be 
former Salamanca player. Argentinian Raoul 
Castronovo. now with second division 
Algericas. 

Castronovo already has been asked to 
appear before the federation, and sports cir- 
cles here have not ruled out the possibility 
that other Malaga players could be involved. 

According to Spain papers, the Malaga 
board currently is preparing a dossier on 
possible corruption in another match bet- 
ween Malaga and Hercules, the latter also 
being involved in the relegation battle. 

This dossier also might include details of an 
offer from Real Madrid to Malaga players. 
Malaga is due to play unbeaten league lead- 
ers Real Soriedad at San Sebastian Sunday — 
a match vital to Real Madrid's championship 
hopes. 

In Rome, the star of Italian football, 
Perugia striker Paolo Rossi, faces an agoniz- 
ing wait to see whether he can take part in 
June's European nations finals following his 
suspension by the Italian Football Federa- 
tion. 

The 23-year-old international striker was 
barred from playing because of his alleged 
involvement in the Toto Nero football match 
fixing scandal.

Stocks up despite world unrest 


NEW YORK. April 30 — Despite varying 
degrees of international unrest, the market 
Tuesday focused on the economic outflow 
with continued encouragement stemming 
from lowering interest rates and favorable 
good earnings reports. 

An eariy morning pause gave way. and 
stock price* firmed advancing in moderate 
trading. A slight pull back from the day's 
early high of 6-plus points in afternoon trad- 
ing was checked as prices forced ahead, 
recouping their earlier gains. Advancing 
issues maintained lead over declines, holding 
as much as an eight- ro-five margin in late 
trading. While the transportation and com- 
posite averages fluctuated mostly od the 
upside, the utility averages, after an up open- 
ing. were fractionally lower through most of 
the day. recovering at the end of the session 
of the up side.

Volcker aided Hunt brother; 
to stem March silver bust i 


HAMBURG. April 30 (LAT) — Federal 
Reserve Chairman Paul A. Volcker said Fri- 
day that his roie iaa plan by a group of banks 
to lend $800 miUion to help the Hunt 
brothers of Texas pay debts resulting from 
silver speculation was “to make sure such 
money does not end up in renewed specula- 
tion in the silver market." 

In Hamburg. West Germany, where he was 
attending an International Monetary Fund 
committee meeting. Volcker said he had not 
“initiated or guided” the credit agreement. 

Rather. Volcker said, he merely wanted to 
assure that if tire loan was made, it would be 
used only to clear up existing debts and not to 
finance additional silver speculation by the 
brothers. 

However, U.S- officials in Hamburg were 
quoted as saying that the role of the Federal 
Reserve in the loan arrangements was more 
than the central bank's chairman could ack- 
nowledge officially. 

The Los Angeles Times reported last week 
that according to informed sources, a group 
of major banks had agreed to the jloan. 
because a default on the debts of the Hunt 
brothers would have collapsed the silver 
market. The fear, which the sources said was 
shared by Volcker, was that such a collapse 
would have threatened financial difficulties 
for some banks as well as disruptions of the 
stock and bond markets. 

Some funds from the credit have been 
advanced already to Hunt family-owned 
Plarid Oil Co., a banking source reiterated 
Friday, although the loan agreement remains 
to be formally signed. This is an uncommon 
but no unprecedented practice in banking, 
sources said. 

The agreement, according to another 
‘source, was reached within a week of a meet- 
ing, March 29 and 30, of the nation's top 
commercial bankers in Boca Raton, Fla., but 
the need, for legal approvals from 
beneficiaries of the Hunt family trust was 
bolding up the final signing. 

The bust was set up by late oilman H.L. 
Hunt for the benefit of six children, including 
the silver-speculating brothers Nelson 
Bunker and William Herbert Hunt of Dallas.

Afghan fighters 
reject peace bid 


NEW DELHI, April 30 (AP) — Afghan 
Muslim freedom fighters holding the Punsher 
Valley northeast of Kabul have rejected gov- 
ernment peace proposals after repulsing a 
massive offensive by Soviet and Afghan 
troops and killing about 100 Russians and 
capturing 37. according L a delayed report 
received here Wednesday from Afghanistan. 

About 100 Soviet tanks and 100 armored 
personnel carriers were burned and des- 
troyed in some of the heaviest fighting thus 
for between Russian soldiers and the “holy 
warriors," as the fighters call themselves, the 
report added. 

Insurgent losses were not given in the 
information from a Kabul sourc that in the 
past has been reliable. Indepe it confir- 
mation was not available. 

The government- Soviet side followed its 
defeat with an unsuccessful attempt to 
negotiate a cease-fire involving temporary 
recognition of the freedom fighters rule in the 
long narrow valley. The fighters have been in 
control there almost since the first of the 
Marxist governments seized power in 
Afghanistan two years ago, die informant 
confirmed. 

Ahmad Shah, identified as leader of the 
insurgents in Punsher, 160 kilometers north- 
east of Kabul, was quoted as telling a 10- 
member government peace mission that 
armed resistance would continue so long as a 
single Russian soldier ains in Afghanis- 
tan. 

The delayed rep> Kabul said the 

mission, made up of lu. . . jf the valley now 
working with President Babrak KarmaTs 
government, were able to meet peacefully 
with Shah on April 20. following the retreat 
of government and Soviet forces. They 
returned empty handed. Che report added. 

During die fighting preceding the talks, 
Soviet forces lost two of three helicopters 
sent to pick up wounded and dead when the 
choppers landed near the town of Bazarak 
and found themselves ambushed by freedom 
fighters disguised in Russian uniforms, the 
report said. 

Other delayed reports from Kabul told of 
strife involving efforts by Karmars Parcba- 
mite faction of the ruling party to grab power 
in various organizations. 

About 20 students were arrested and sev- 


eral were injured when soldiers and police 
broke up an April 21 fight between Parcha- 
mite and other students at the Habibia High 
Schcml in Kabul, a report said. 

Two days later, the engineering and 
accounting departments of Ariana Afghan 
airlines, the national carrier, went on strike to 
protest the appointment of unqualified Par- 
chamites to high positions in the airline which 
is partly owned by Pan American, a report 
from Kabul said. 

The strike delayed for six hours the depar- 
ture of Ariana' s DC- 10 flight to Frankfurt, 
West Germany, and ended after top officials 
agreed to hear the complaints, the source 
said. 

A traveler from Kabul Wednesday who 
said he witnessed student demonstrations 
Tuesday against the Soviet-installed gov- 
ernment and Russian troops said that Afghan 
authorities fired into the air to disperse the 
protesters. 

■‘Thousands of students marched through 
die streets until the authorities fired into the 
air," said the Kabul resident who asked not to 
be identified. 

Another source from Kabul who also 
requested anonymity said that at least 120 
high school and college students, mostly girls, 
were arrested following the demonstrations. 

The traveler told a reporter that there were 
unconfirmed reports which said that several 
schoolchildren died in dashes later Tuesday. 

The traveler claimed there were no casual- 
ties in the inddent, which occurred outside 
his house, a report received here on Tuesday 
quoted eyewitnesses as saying that some girls 
were bloodied. 

The traveler said that the young protesters 
shouted, "Death to Babrak Karmal (the 
Soviet-backed Afghan president)." 

He described the situation in Kabul as 
tense but refused to elaborate saying that he 
feared giving further information could 
endanger him. 

These could be the largest mass protests in 
the Afghan capital since rioting late in Febru- 
ary. 

A reliable source from Afghanistan said 
that the womea demonstrators shouted 
slogans taunting Afghan men for their "lack 
of masculinity" for not standing up to the 
Russians.

Caution: design defects 


A do-it-yourselfer’s guide to U.S. budget repair

DOWNERS GROVE. Illinois, April 30 — 
The 1981 model U.S. budget is a 636-page 
tax-guzzler that began rolling off the assem- 
bly lines of the government printing office in 
late January. Within weeks, the document 
was discovered to contain serious design 
defects, and a massive recall program was 
initiated. 

Potential hazards were associated with a 
critical part known as the bottom line, which 
possessed a negative value, called a deficit, 
thus rendering the whole budget unbalanced. 
This defect could cause adverse economic 
accelerators to jam at full throttle and hurtle 
the whole economy full speed ahead into 
situations of runaway inflation. 

Owners of unbalanced budgets are 
encouraged to take them to a nearby Federal 
Reserve Bank for corrective maintenance. 
Budget cuts and other simple adjustments 
will be made and errata will be pasted into die 
documents to bring them into conformity 
with economic safety standards. 

For those who eschew errata, a more radi- 
cal procedure to remove the budget deficit 
can be performed at home. The do-it- 
yourselfer is cautioned, however, that ihe 
U.S. budget is a precision instrument. and the 
careless citizen may suffer paper cuts and 
eyestrain attempting to balance it himself. 
But if he insists, the individual can follow 
these simple instructions: 

1. Disassemble the budget completely and 
spread the parts out on a true level surface. 

2. Group the parts into neat piles according 
to type: charts, tables, graphs, numbers, 
wends. 

3. Locate the two pie charts, representing 
receipts (dough in) and outlays (dough out). 
In the unbalanced budget, these most impor- 
tant parts resemble very unfairly sliced frozen 
pizzas topped with the works. 

4. Discard the pizzas and wash the pie-chart 
pans thoroughly. Then set them aside fo dry, 

5. Using only enough words to make loose 
connections between bar graphs, columns erf 
figures, and other numerical elements, 
assemble them all into a structure resembling 
a roof truss or government organization 
chart. This assembly is known as the bureauc- 
ratic structure and serves as the main support- 
ing arm of a balanced budget. 

6. Forget any unused words or numbers 
that did not fit into the bureaucratic struc- 


dome or fulcrum of your choice. 

9. Oil the fulcrum jointso that the bureauc- 
ratic structure wOJ be disturbed by the sligh- 
test budgetary imbalance or will respond to 
the gentlest winds of change. 

10. Prepare the critical pie charts by 
spreading equal amounts of dough out on 
lightly oiled pizza pans. Since the model 
FY1981 is an austere budget, no pizza sauce 
or topping should be used. Special decorator 
fasteners are to be used to complete the 
pizza-pie charts and attach them to the 
bureaucratic structure. 

1 1. Open the budget-recall balancing kit 
(available at Federal Reserve Banks) and 
familiarize yourself with the contents: 
assorted screws, income tacks. Social Sec- 
urity tacks, corporate tacks, excise tacks, etc. 


There is also a large supply of windfall-profits 
tacks, but these are to be set aside for future 
use. 

12. Fasten the receipt pie-chart pan on the 
left end of the bureaucratic balance arm with 
tacks. Use one back af the appropriate kind 
for every billion dollars at revenue. If you are 
accurate and neat, your finished receipt pizza 
will be topped with about 600 tack heads 
arranged in sectors whose sizes are propor- 
tional to the revenue they represent. The big- 
gest slice of pizza will be covered with more 
than 250 personal income tacks. It is a hard 
bite to swallow. 

13. Now balance the budget by fastening 
the outlay pie-chart pan to the right end of 
the bureaucratic arm with the assorted 
screws. Use one helmet-head screw for each 


billion dollars designated for defense, one 
Phillips-head screw for each billion dollars 
going to individuals named Phillip, and so 
forth. Soon the outlay pie chart will begin to 
resemble a green pepper-onion- sausage- 
anchovy pizza that nobody ordered. 

14. When the screws and tacks exert equal 
pressures on the bureaucratic structure, it will 
assume a true horizontal position. Then your 
budget is balanced, and yon can admire its 
subtle movements as the internal bureauc- 
racy hums away and shuffles paper bade and 
forth between the pizza-pie charts. 

15. If your budget should become 
unbalanced during the fiscal year, you may 
be using too much oil. In that case, return to 
step 1 above.

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7. Select a suitable fulcrum about which the 
bureaucratic structure can pivot. Any symbol 
of broad-based popular support such as a 
souvenir model of the White House or the 
Capitol, is a good choice. 

8. Carefully balance the bureaucratic struc-

LONDON, April 30 (R) — The dollar 
remained basically firm on European foreign 
exchange markets Wednesday despite a rise 
in interest rates in West Germany. The price 
of gold fell in London and Zurich, but rose on 
other b ullin g markets. 

Interest rates in the United States are still 
much higher, reflecting high er inflation, than 
those in West Germany and this has kept the 
dollar attractive to investors even though it 
has slipped a few times. 

Gold sold for $5 14 JO at dose of business 
in London, down $5.50 from the day before. 
In Zurich, Europe's largest gold market, the 
price was $517 JO. down from Tuesday’s 
$519.50. 

In Hoi® Kong. Paris and Frankfort, gold 
prices rose from the previous day. 

The pound sterling dropped Wednesday, 
and dealers said they were uncertain why. 

Some wondered whether the pound was 
affected by speculation on the markets that 
British interest rates may be cut this summer 
although there has been no offidal 
ann ouncement on this. 

The dollar traded at 1.785 West German 
marks Wednesday afternoon after the West 
German central bank announced an increase 
in its discount rate by 0.5 per cent to 7.5 per 
cent — a figure well below the 38 J per rent 
prime lending rates charged by tag American 
banks.

Tito’s health 
said improving 


BELGRADE. April 30 (AP) — The con- 
dition of President Josip Broz Tito continues 
to improve, his team of eight doctors said 
Wednesday. 

Two days after announcing that the 87- 
year-old Yugoslav leader had been pulled out 
of critical condition, Tito’s physicians said 
treatment to a damaged liver was beginning 
to succeed and that his pneumonia was reced- 
ing. 

Wednesday s bulletin marked the first time 
Tltrfs doctors had announced an improve- 
ment in the unidentified damage to his liver. 
“The symptoms of liver impairment.” they 
said, were “subsiding.” 

They added, however, that jaundice 
accompanying the liver damage was “still 
strongly pronounced." 

The bulletin said difficulties regarding 
Tito’s digestive functions were also “some- 
what reduced* and his pneumonia likewise 
getting better. On Saturday, the daily medical 
advisory had said die president, who will be 
88 next week, had developed serious mal- 
functioning of the digestive organs. 

Wednesday's advisory said there was “no 
significant change” in the function of other 
organs. Tito is also suffering from internal 
bleeding and kidney failure. 

Tito, the bulletin said as in previous days, 
“remains very grave.” 

Wednesday was Tito's. 110th straight day 
in the Ljubljana (lining! Center in north- 
western Yugoslavia where he h as been since 
Jan. 12. 

The announcement of an improvement in 
his condition came on the eve of a mass 
exodus of Yugoslav city dwellers to Adriatic 
coastal resorts and neighboring countries for 
the annual four-day May Day vacation 
period. 

Travel agencies said many clients were 
expected to make late, hasty bookings and 
take last-minute cancellations following the 
good news reported by Tito’s doctors.

PEKING, April 30 (AFP) — Communist 
China has revived its system of Oscars for 
best domestically-produced films awarded by 
die Ministry of Culture, the New China News 
Agency said Wednesday. 

The agency listed some of the best
